A number of interesting 
comments appeared in the 
fan page of VAMPIRELLA «30, 
and I'd tike to take this oppor- 
tunity to express my own feel- 
ings on the subject in ques- 
tion. 

Those who are against the 
return of Adam Van Helsing 
and his father, to the VAM- 
PIRELLA series, have valid 
arguments. A few of them 
might go as follows: 

1) Tying VAMPl down to 
Adam would restrict her in- 
dependence and thus put our 
heroine in a rut, I disagree. 
Back in earlier issues, she was 
very involved with Adam, and 
a few of the dangers they fac- 
ed together were among the 
best; Pope Verdou, W.W, 
Wade, Father Jonas. 

2) An emotional bond with 
Adam would reduce her ef- 
fectiveness as the focal point 
for a story. I doubt this. If 
anything, a relationship with 
Adam, either as a lover or 
friend, would add to the im- 
pact of each story. Not only 
coutd an author develop the 
plot, but the VAMPI/Adam re- 
lationship as well 

3) Adam's father would op- 
pose such a relationship. I 
don't know about this one. 
Certainly, in the earlier sto- 
ries he would have. However, 
the situation has since chang- 
ed. I think he accepts VAMPl 
for what she is , . .although I 
don't know if he'd want her for 
a daughter-in-lawl 

Now on to issue tt30. All I 
can say is terrific! In addition 
to some great stories and art- 
work (Rich Corben's art on 
"As Though They Were Liv- 
ing" was exceptionally good).
